An ollicial communication imith' public h.v the 
war ottiee yestt*nlay at Petrograd says: To the 

wt'st of Frlth‘riehsta«lt (Coiirlaiul > the engagements 
Satimlay and Smitlay eontininil to Ik» of the same 
stubborn eharaeter as jirevioiisly. Developing tlndr 
oiierations the Gernians simnliancoiisly opened at- 
taiks against our troops on Tronemi, on the E<‘kau- 
Xeuliiit railway, and against the village of Bir- 
sihatmi. In tlie direction of Vilna the fighting 
eontimios on approximately the same front. The 
tuieniy, having <rossed to tin* right bank of the 
N'iemeii in the region of Olita. attempted Sunday 
to advance in the direction of Orany. On the ru 
mainder of the front along the middle Nlemen and 
toward the south as far as the river Prlpet onr 
annh's Continue their retirement, coverwl by rear- 
guards. which on Saturday repulsed a series of 
lierniaii attacks In the region of Liplk. inflicting 
lieav.v losses. Fartlicr south onr reur.gnards ar 
rested a stubborn offensive by strong enem.v forces 
from the w<*st on the front of Pniszany-Goroditz. 
In the region of Vhi<llmir-Volynsk.y the enem.v, 
having changed the dis|M)sition of his troops, con- 
tinuetl Sunday his oftmisive with strong forces iu 
the iliriKtion of Vladimir-Volynsky ami toward 
Ent.«k. North of Toitsk fighting has m-enrreil on 
both sides of the river Styr. 

Stall' de{tartiiiont officials disclosed yesterday at 
YVashington that tliey do not expect modified 
liractices under the British orders in eoiineil. un- 
n mnerd by the British embassy, will cover the 
general Briti.sli policy t<»ward neutral shipi>ing, 
against which the United States now is preparing 
its new protest. No <‘oncr«‘te propositions for 
relaxation of iiiterferemc with shipping have 
reaciied the state department, it was state<l. and 
such general discussion of the subject as has taken 
place will not affect this government’s note to 
Great Britain now in preparation. Arrangements 
for assisting in the idiuitificatiun of goods lK>iight 
in (Jeriiiany. but not paid for before .Mandi 1. which 
are designed to rel(*ase ipiantities of American 
eaigm's lield lip in neutral iiorts, are at present 
being earried on oxtra-go>ernmentall.v hetwm'ii the 
British embassy and the foreign trade advisers of 
tlm state department. Tho.se steps, however, affect 
speidal cases and are not considered by American 
officials as a eliaiigi* in t lu* attitude of the Hritisii 
government in regard to the representations by the 
United States rcsjieeting neutral shipping. 

Tonnage taxes collected on the entry of .Vinorican 
and foreign vessels in the foreign trmle of the 
United States during the fiscal year ended June .’»b 
wen* tlie largest in more than Ihirt.v years, ng 
gregating .$1 .:;i 4,91<;. the department of eommeree 
nniionnci'tl yestenla.v. 'Phis is .S4.1.')7 greater tliaii 
for the jirevious li.scal .vear. British and French 
shii>s jiaid $792,094, or $201 more than during the 
previous year: German ships, which paid $186. S44 
in 1914, this .vear paid only $25,871, nearl.v all of 
which was paid in July and early August, 1914. 
Anierienii ships paid $104.7o0, eomiKUed with .$77. 
44.5 in 1914. the increase being due mainl.v to tlK* 
ship r<*gistr.v aet and the government war-risk in- 
surance on .Vmerican ships. The increased receipts 
from Amerienn. Dutch. Scandinavian, Spanish, 
Italian and Japanese ships made good the loss of 
revenue from G<‘rman and Austrian ships. Revenue 
from tonnagi* taxes, contrary to exiieetations. has 
remained undlmiuished iu spile of the European 
war.

Twenty-eight years have passed away since the 
Saiidown management inaugurated what may he al 
most designatiHl a new era w’ith the Kelipst* Stakes, 
and though the novelty of a contest for $50.0<Ki has 
worn off. the race has been responsihle for many 
stirring ehapter.s in turf chronicles. Sandovvu is 
proverbial for its gisnl fortune in the way of 
weather, but it was anytliiiig but propitoiis when 
Bendigo won in isst; and the new venture received 
the baptism of a soaking afternoon that is among 
the upleasantest of the ineiuoiies of the meeting. 
Doubtless ••Bendy” had luck on his side in pulling 
through, for had all gone well with Minting, he 
Would have had t * tackle in him a very difficult 
proiHisition. Public favorite, though he was, h<* 
could la.v no i laim to eipiality with Mr. 5’yner’s hrlj- 
liaiu repiesemative, which liad only one eontem 
jHirury better than himself — the mighty Ormonde. 
The viidory of Bendigo, however, gave tin* affair a 
go<Hl s4*iul off. and ••Eclipse da.v” has come to i> * 
sviioir inons with the douhio attracion of a |»oiiu!ar 
<tiitin" and a sochuy fiinetion. It li.is rarely fallen 
to other than a g'M»d if not a first-class horse, the 
oulv exeoptioiis being, perhaiis. Che<*rs and Darlev 
Dak*.

t.ike part in llfl*' FfllpM* SJxvkc •!»*., which he won bv 
a neck after a hull dog tussle with (»rvk*to. and 
tlu*re «*iisiM*d such a sc-eiu* as had le vc r been wit 
i!ess<*d at S:indowii befew. 'I’lie enthusiasm was al- 
must indt'seribahit*. and his owner, traiiu'r and all 
couucctcU with the Kiugsclere titablu were over* 



wh«*lmed with congratulations. Little less en- 
husiastic was the deinonstration when he reiieated 
his victory the following year, and Orine stands out 
as the only horse to win the leu- thousand pounder 
twice*. It went to the late Duke of Westminster 
a third time b.v the aid of Flying Fox in isjiti. and 
that <-olt is nndouhte<lly ou<* of tho very best in Die 
long list of umility repr«*sented h.v Die winiu*rs of 
the rai e. He was one of Die most sensational 
heii-ses of his day. He was the winner of an ex- 
ei*i)tionally high trial at home, and yet encountered 
two ratli<*r uin'xpeeteil defeats as a juvenile — bj* 8t. 
Gris ill the liniierial IM-txhice Stakes at Keinpton 
and by Caiman iu the Middle Park Plate, conceding 
five ]H)unds on the first occasion and three on the 
second. He came by his own again in the Criterion 
Staki*s, when he decisively turned the tallies on St. 
Gris and went practically unchallenged through his 
second season, winning all the half-dozen races in 
which liu took part, including the Two Thousand 
Guineas. Derh.v. and St. L»*ger. As he won. liesidcs 
the Eclipse Stakes. Die two other $.5O,0(M> races, rtm 
I’rineess of YVales’s Stakes ami the Jockey Club 
Stakes, sufficient proof of liis unality was afforded, 
and In* was Die eijiiiiie hero of 1899. Then came, 
the follovviiig y«*ar. his sensational purchase b.v M. 
E. Blain* for .'>7. .")()() guineas at the sale of the 
horse.s at Kingsclere in March, and Die success he 
prov«*d as a sire in France has been almo.st as seu- 
saDonal as the previous happenings of his career. 

There have lH*en many other notable incidents lu 
conneetioii with Die race for the liY-IIp.se Stakes, 
and ill 1901 Epsom Lad suiiplied one which was 
largely attributable to a misliau. The colt was one 
of the numerous ‘•Lads” sireil b.v Ladas and bred 
b.y Ix)id Rosebery, but his lordship disposed of him. 
with others of his horses in training, at the Hough- 
ton Meeting in l!KH>, and ho was purchased for 
1.0.50 guineas b.v Mr. J. Biichanan, who was then 
racing as ‘•Mr. Kincaid.” What a bargain he picked 
ui> was demonstrated the following season when he 
eoinmenci*il by winning the Princess of Wale.s’ 
Stakes at Newmarket, and then came the Eclip.so. 
As at Newmark»*t. he was ridden by the foreign 
jocke 3 ', (ioinez, and during the race, when making 
the straight, his saddle slipped ha<*k. and he lost 
a small cloth. Thoiigli greatl.v tiaiidieapped. his 
rid»*r inanag(*d to hobl the sad<lle l>.v sonu* ini'ans 
and win by a head In a most exciting finish with 
Ian and Disguisi*, of whu*h the last-named was 
third, lieaten liy the same narrow margin. Another 
niemoratile struggle was that in l!M):t i)etwe«*:i Ard 
Patrick. Sceptre, and RvK-k Sand, and it inav 
not l)c inapproiiriately called a tialtle of giants. 
Rock Sand was favorite, but could only finish third. 
Ard I ’a trick lieing a m*ck in front of Sceptre. Three 
better llo^se.^ jirohahly never at one tiiuo ran for 
the race, hri.ght as its record is for g«*nerallv ex- 
cellent class of its ouniiM*titors. That class has' Ikjui 
well imtintain<*i1 in recent years, as the names of 
Swynford. Prliiei* Palatine, and Tracery snflieiently 
att«*st. and, if on lo other ground, the estalilish- 
ment of the race has been well justified by the 
high tone it has always maintained and the brilliant 
share of turf history It has siipplieil. It has le<l 
to the dislmrsement of an enormous sum of money — 
in which others of the kind have assisted — though 
not to the extent of the big stake nm for at 
Fisher.

Imitation, it has been said, is the sincercst form 
of tlatterv. and imitation succeeded the establish- 
ment of the Eclipse Stakes. The Leicester execu- 
tive bad been showing profuse liberality iu the 
matter of stakes about that time, and Diev were 
not lung in inaugurating the Prince of Wales’s 
Stakes, for three-year-olds. It was originally in- 
tended to he a $100,000 affair — a value iinprc- 
(leeeiited — and the project recevied the support of 
many iiittuential patrons of the turf, hut it 
evoiitually resolved itself into oue of $.5.5.000 for 
the winner. $;i.7.50 for the second, ami $1.2.")0 for 
the third, thus making its total value greater than 
that of the Saudown race.

Park Royal Stakes of $.50,000, which A.vrshire won 

in addili n to the “Eclipse,” but it was the first 

and last time of asking. 

YVIDi the object of strengthening Die programs 

at Die turf heailquarters the stewards of the 
JiK-ke.v Chib »*stablish«*d a eeupio of ten-thousand- 
IHtnmler.s. and the Princess of Wales’ Slakes and 
the .Joekej* Club Stakes made their aj»pearance at 
the First July and First October Meetings re- 
spectively of 1894 . Both were earri(*d off bv Isin- 
glass, which also accounted for the Eclipse ‘Stakes 
Du* same .vear, and the career of that horse may 
he descrilasl as brief and brilliant. In the three 
seasons he was racing he only knew defeat once, 
ami that was in the Lancashire Plate at Man- 
chester as a three-year-old. when he failed to give 
ten iMMinds to Raeburn, and he left off with the 

record total of $280,(775 winning stake-inone.v to 
his cr(*dlt. It will be seen from the tables appendeil 
that otlier winners of the Eclip.se Stakes than Isin- 
glass tiH)k either or both the big races at head- 
Muarters, and it is not necessary to go into the 
details of their doings. lake the race at Sandown. 

eaeh shows a brilliant list, but the Princess of
